This Story is told with more Cir- 
cumſtances and Solemnity than any of his 
other Hear- ſays, but it may be never the 
truer for that: Here we muſt depend upon 
the Veracity. of two Perſons, Dr. Burnet 
and Mr. Hen); fo that we have a double 

Chance againſt the Truth of this Story : 
We obſerv'd before, that the Tale of ths : 
deſign'd Alterations was invented to ſup- 
port the Belief of the Poiſon, and now the 
Poiſon is introduc'd to ſupport the Belief of 
the Alterations. When Things are dubious, 
we can only argue from Probability. The 
Death of King CHAK&LEs was the greateſt
